2.1 For the assessment of inventive step, the term 

"'ring"' has been taken to mean "'a ring in the closure 
device" and the phrase ''an edge of said ring" to 
mean ''an upper edge of said ring". These 
interpretations make the claims clearer and can be 
derived in an obvious manner from the application 
(cf . page 5, lines 29 to 31, and figures) . 



2.2 Dl describes (cf. figure 3) a closure device from 

which the device as per the subject matter of claim 
1 differs in that in the closure device is a ring 
provided with at least one projection that extends 
from an upper edge of the ring, substantially in an 
axial direction. 

The combination of features in claim 1 does not 
appear in the prior art and cannot be derived 
therefrom in an obvious manner. Therefore claim 1 
satisfies PCT Article 33 since its subject matter 
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meets the novelty, inventive step and industrial 
applicability requirements. 

2.3 Claims 2 to 4 are dependent on claim 1 and hence 
likewise meet the requirements of PCT Article 33. 

2.4 The receptacle as per claim 5 is provided with a 
closure device as per claim 1. Therefore claim 5 
likewise satisfies PCT Article 33 since its subject 
matter meets the novelty^ inventive step and 
industrial applicability requirements. 

2.5 Claim 6 describes a method of producing a closure 
device, wherein a ring is produced and provided with 
at least one projection that extends from an upper 
edge of said ring, substantially in an axial 
direction. A method such as this does not appear in 
the prior art and cannot be derived therefrom in an 
obvious manner. Therefore claim 6 satisfies PCT 
Article 33 since its subject matter meets the 
novelty, inventive step and industrial applicability 
requirements • 

2 . 6 Claims 7 to 10 are dependent on claim 6 and hence 
likewise meet the requirements of PCT Article 33. 
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
